Baxley, Ga., October 3.—(Specia!.)--Brunswick was visited by a terrific wind 
and rain storm Sunday. For eighteen hours, commencing at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing *he storm king reigned supreme, As if backing him in his mighty effort to de- 
stroy the peace, cOmfort and prosperity of the citizens, the tide lent high favor, 
and for hours the ceaseless flow of water poured over Brunswick's streets, inun- 
dating hundreds of hcuses, flocding practically every business and warehouse in 
the city and entailing. thousands upon thousands of dollars loss upon the people. 
Some of the conservative men place this financial loss at one half million dollars, 
but the losses are of svch a character that later developments may decide it only 
half that amount, or on the contrary, may add six figures to the sum named, 

It is, however, of small moment now to the Brunswick people that the losses 
are financial, as after their hours of fear and terror they are thankful the loss of 
life and limb is not more serious, 

Up to the time I left Brunswick this morning only two bodies had been found. 
These were two colored children floating down the stream on tp of six feet of 
water, with no sign of parents around. On the road up, the death of Sterrit 
Aiken, of Sand Hill, is recorded, a falling chimney having killed him. 
ports from the surrounding islands had been secured, but boats were out look. 
ing for damages and statements from them wil] follow this later. 


First View of the Flood. 

The storm commenced at 4 o'clock with a heavy wind and driving rain. The 
wind increased in velocity with the rising of the tide. At 7 o’clodk our corre- 
spondent went outdoors. The wind was then blowing about forty miles an hour. 
Lim®s from trees were cracking and falling, and a few fences were going down. 

At 8 o'clock the wind was stil] increasing and from then on until 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, with but slight cessation, the velocity of it was all powerful. By 
8:30 o'clock the tide water was coming over backland and the boulevards, througn 
Windsor park, to the Southern railroad’s main line entering the city. By 8:45 
o'clock it had put out the fires in moving engines. By 9:30 o’clock the wind and 
tide had fwl sweep and the surging mass from into bey. creeks and rivers was 
forcing its way into the city three different directions, 

At 10:30 o’clock I waded from the city hall, in the business portion, to the 
Mallory line and Southern railroad docks. The water was from one to four feet 
deep. At the Mallory and Southern warehouses water stood three feet for two 
blocks on each side. They were in the center and vessels tied to the docks were 
the only indications where the docks ended and Oglethorpe bay commenced. 

The wind was driving the rain in sheets and particles that blinded, 
and stung in a fear manner. In reterning to the city at 1l o’cloch the water was 
shoulder deep on the decks and four feet deep at the junction of New Castle and 
Mansfield. From that nour on the three great bodies coming respectively from the 
point off quarantine, the back landingopposite St. Simon’s and Oglethorpe bay

Blocks of Houses Inundated. 

At 12 o'clock they met and then at least twenty-five blocks of business houses 
and residences were in from four to eight feet of water. 

Dixville, a suburb near the point in which hundreds of colored people live, was 
under five feet of water and this extended entirely across the city for blocks until 
Oglethorpe bay was reached. Union street, the principal residence portion, was 
under from four to eight feet of water and in many parlors water stood three feet 
deep. Mansfield street and Monk street, business and residence thoroughfares, 
were under from four to eight feet of water for their entire length.

The American commissioners held a 
meeting this morning preparatory to the 
second meeting with the Spanish commis- 
sioners, which began at the commission 
rooms in the foreign office at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, The plan of work directed to 
be prepared by the secretaries has not teen 
perfected, as the secretary of the Spanish 
commission did not arrive today. 

The session, however, tasted until 4 
o'clock, at which hour the commissioners 
adjourned to meet at Zz o’clock near Friday 
afternoon, such interval being desirable anid 
necessary to allow separate consideration 
by each commission of matters requiring 
such course before the joint commission. 

The secretary of the Spanish commission 
will arrive tonight and the tnterval will Be 
also employed by the secretaries jointly in 
maturing plans for the work and procedure. 

The Spanish and American commissioners 
will be received tomorrow by President 
Faure. The hours fixed for the reception 
of the American commission was at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. General Merritt 
will accompany the Americans at this func- 
tion, which will be held at the palace of the 
Elysee.

TOOK BRANDY AND QUININE 


Seamen's Preacher Graphically Describes 
the Trip Around the Horn, 


WAS BETTER SAILOR THAN LECTURER 


He Declares That He Was Thunder- 
struck When He Read the Lan- 
guage Ascribed to Him in 
Denver Paper Morning 
After He Spoke. 


Denver, @ol., October 3.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the courtmartial trial of Rev. 
Joseph McIntyre, of the battleship O-egon, 
for sensational charges against brotner cffi- 
cers of the navy in a lecture delivered in 
Denver on August 8th, the chaplain went 
on the stand in his own def2nse, 

His testimony is intended to establish a 
plea of irresponsibility for his utteranees 
on the occasion. 

In a straightforward, simple, yet graphic 
manrer, he told the story of the Orezgon‘s 
wonderful trip from San Francis:o ground 
Cape Horn; of the terrible heat and cold 
passed through; of the nervous -estrain 
which the constant dread of meeting the 
enemy caused; of the excitement of tne 
blockade and the great battle ef July 53d, 
followed by a nervous collapse onthe part 
of the narrator. 

He told how, after he reached Denver in 
his weakened condition, he repeatedly re- 
fused to lecture, only consenting finaily 
because his effort might be of benefit in a 
financial way to the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, himself declining to reeeive a 
cent of the proceeds. He told how, with 
wracking brain, he stood before his au- 
dience and then-of his horror ext morning 
when he read the published report of what 
he had said. He made no dentass of the 
reports, saying that he could not remember 
his words. He only knew what he ‘nteniJjed 
to say. 

Nervous Bankruptcy. | 

After the battle of July 8d. when the 
strain of the excitement was over, he fell 
to the deck and had to be earried to his 
quarters, where he was under the care of 
a physician until he left the vessel and 
was sent to the naval hospital at New 
York. There a medicak survey pronounced 
him a suffered from nervous prostration. 
or, as the physician privately stated, 
“nervous bankruptcy.” 

After relating the story of his trip to 
Denver he told how, after repeated urg- 
ing, he consented to deliver the lecture of 
August 8th, to ald the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. 

The work of preparation for the lecture 
irritated his nerves so that on the after- 
noon of August 8th-he was on the verge 
ef a complete collapse, To susta'tn him- 
self he took quinine and brandy during the 
afternoon and after reaching the church 
he took eighteen grains of quinine and 
naif to three-quarters of an ounce of 
brandy, being actuated by a destre to se- 
cure strength. He was detained for near- 
ly an hour after arriving at the church 
before beginning the lecture. and when 
he began his head was in a whirl. 

Witness testified that he had clear jdeas 
of what he tntended to say, but could not 
be certain what he did actually say. 


“TIT cannot find words to tell the horror 
with which 1] read the report of my lecture 
as it appeared in The Rocky Mountain 
News,’ said Chaplain McIntyre, in rep!y 
to a question by Attorney Doud. ‘‘State- 
ments contained in that article could not 
have been ‘urther from my thoughts.”

WHEELER THE FIRST WITNESS 


Members Do Not Think the Witnesses 
Will Enter Objections. 


WILL GO INTO TRANSPORTS THOROUGHLY 


Board Deciies To Admit Representa- 
tives of the Press to Sessions. 
A Call on Alger. 


Wadhington, October 8.—AN members 
of the war investigating commission were 
present at today’s session except ex-Gov- 
ernor Beaver, and the announcement was 
made that he would be in attendance to- 
morrow, when Genera] Wheeler wil] be 
present as the first witness before the 
commission. 

Today’s session was devoted largely to 
the consideration of the method for the 
examination of witnesse«..The members 
generally took the position that the com- 
mission (had no authority to compel a wit- 
ness to be sworn by a member of the 
commission, but there was also a general 
Ojtinbon that the ‘witnesses would not 
raise technical objections. It was decided 
to inform witnesses frankly of the status 
of the board, and to afford them an oppor- 
tunity to decline in case they, so desired. 
It was suggested that the whole difficulty 
might be avoided by getting the president 
to appoint one of the officers of the board 
to the office of notary public, and it is 
probable that this request will be made 
with the end in view. 

To Governor Beaver was assigned the 
task of leading in examination of wit- 
nesses, but there is an understanding that 
other members of the board shal) ask 
puch questions ag they may desire. 

The commission also received several 
additional communications, Among the 
number was a letter from Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg, inviting the commission 
to visit his office. 

At the afternoon session several com- 
plaints were read in regard to the method 
of transportating the men from Santiago, 
the names of the vessels on which it was 
alleged that abuses had occurred being the 
Concha, the Seneca,, the Breakwater, the 
Olivette and the City of Washington. It 
was decided to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of this branch of the service, and 
Chairman Dodge was directed to secure 
the names of the commanding officers, med- 
iéa] officers and representatives of the 
quartermasters department on the ves- 
sels. The commission decided to permit 
the presence during the hearings of three 
Stenographers as representatives of _ 
press, in addition to the reporters of t

U. S. WARSHIPS SENT TO CHINA. 
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The Baltimore and Petre] Ordered To 
Leave Manila at Once. 
Washington, October 3.—Secretary Long, 
upon advices received at the state depart- 
ment showing the existence of threatening 
conditions in China, has ordered Admiral 
Dewey to send the Baltimore and Petrel 
immediately from Manila to a point as near 
the Chinese capital as possible for a war- 

ship to approach. 
‘It is expected that the Baltimore will not 
be able to get beyond tae Taku fort at the 
entrance of the Panghe river, upon which 
it is situated, but the Petrel, being of small- 
er proportions, may be able to reach Tien- 
Tsin, eighty mies above the mouth and 
about the same distance below Pekin. 
Secretary Long said that the sole purpose 
of ordering the Baltimore and the Petrel 
to Tien-Tsin was to safeguard American 
interests and protect life and property of 
American citizens in the event of an out- 
break in the interior, Tien-Tsin being the 
nearest point to Pekin accessible to war- 
ships. 
Conger Sends Message from Peking. 
Washington, October 3.—The state depart- 
ment has received the following cable- 
gram from Minister Conger at Peking: 
‘There is no serious danger, but consider- 
able anxiety for the future. The foreign 
fleet is assembling at Tien-Tsin. Some of 
the ministers are ordering marines to 
Peking for legation guard.’’

Depraved negro men and women disported themselves in the water in the most 
shamefully brazen manner and the entire gang wound up in a partial riot, in 
which Wash White, a storekeeper, was painfully cut. Chief of Police Beach im- 
mediately doubled his force of policemen and began to gather them in. The city 
and county jalis were four feet underwater and it was hard work getting to 
them. 

In the livery stables excitement reigned supreme. All are bunched in the heart 
of the business portion and the water rose so quickly that every animal was 
threatened. Men swam into every stable and with sharp knives cut the horses 
loose. The horses were then swam to places of safety and twenty were housed 
in the Baptist church, one of Brunswick’s-most magnificent brick edifices. If the 
church had not been opened for them, the horses would have drowned, Other 
horses, who reached dry land, were running from one point to another alf day and 
night. Their owners could do nothing for them. 

The fire engine horses were swam out in eight feet of water. Horses and cows 
in private yards were taken out in boats and led out by men shoulder deep in 
water. 

I started up Mansfield street on top of a landau, and lost both. horses and 
carriage jn a hole. These horses were cut loose and swam out, and later the 
carriage saved. Riding down any street was perilous, as thorses stumbled and 
went over their heads in holes in various instances, submerging their riders in a 
waste of water. 

While the storm was at its height, and no man knew at what moment the wind 
would throw a tree or house down on him, or at what minute he would go into 
some big hole, ‘there were scenes being enacted whjch gave evidences of the 
bravery of mankind and the unanimity with which all classes unite to protect wo- 
men and children. After leaving the wrecked carriage, your correspondent came 
toward New Castle street in waist-deep water. 

Passing Mansfield street school, man after man was seen bearing their wives, 
mothers, sisters and children in their arms to its protecting walls. They were 
mostly colored people from Dixieville, and some ‘had to S’wim from their houses to 
this massive brick house of refuge. Thetin roof was blown partly off, but from 
every window people were packed and gazing anxiously toward the incoming 
waters. The frightened ones were being calmed by the men, and evegy fresh ar- 
rival was greeted wath joy over their safety. 

Had to Swim for Their Houses. 


Continuing on down Mansfield to Union, the same scenes were b2ing repeated, 
men in boats going from house to house reassuring the inhabitants and guarantee- 
ing protection. They banked on the water being at its highest and the tide going 
out with the wind, for without that saving feature to look forward to, Che situation 
would have shaken the faith of the stoutest hearted. 

At this stage A. V. Wood, local scientist, states the tide was thirteen feet six 
inches over ordinary high water. ; 

The water was on every side, and backed up in the country beyond Brunswick. 

The assurances of the men pacified many of the women, but much of the good 
was afterwards undone by an unfounded report of a tidal wave coming. Then 
the frantic efforts of some to reach dry land required strong will to overcome. Men 
from every walk of life went to the help of the women, and society men, politi- 
clans, doctors, laboring men and merchants rowed boats and otherwise gave aid 
with equal sincerity. Among those the correspondent noted giving personal aid 
in carrying women and children out of houses through deep water were: Prison 
Commissioner Jacob L. Beach, James P. Davenport, Albert, Fendig and Elmora 
Twitty, Luther Lamb, Morton Mayre,McBrown, Ted McCullough, Will Cook} 
Eustace Butts, Jennings Butts, Reed, Lamance, George Saunders, W. M. Tupper, 
H. H. Raymond, G. R. Jones, H. M. Branham, James S. Wright and D. D. At- 
kinson. Besides these there were many others who worked faithfully. 

All during the day grave fears were entertained for Dr. Burford, his wife and 
others at the quarantine station and on the island. A tug brought up Dr. Burford 
and his wife just as your correspondent pulled out of Brunswick today, and others 
at the station are no doubt safe. 

Boats were also sent to the islands, but news had not reached Brunswick before 
the train left. No news came, either, from several vessels anchored in St. Simon’s 
sound, but they seemed to be floating safe when seen from the train, 

A report was abroad that 8,000 bales of cotton had been washed from the new 
docks of the Southern railway, four miles out, but this could not be verified, and 
even if so, the cotton will only be partially lost. 


New Town Under Water. 

An inspection of New Town, a thickly populated portion of Brunswick, made 
at 5 o’clock this morning. showed no very serious damage as far out as Parker's 
store. The water was several feet deep. It is reported that water entered many 
residences in this section and flooded the lower floors, causing much individual 
losses in furnishings. At that hour all was calm and hundreds of people were 
flocking down town to view the scenes of wreck and destruction. 

The three-story colored Odd Fellows h&ll was blown completely down and 
St. Mark’s Episcopal church, white, was badly twisted. St. Athanasius church, 
colored; First Methodist, white, and Jewish synagogue were still under wa- 
ter and from Fleming and Waff down past the City Hall, on New Castle street, 
several feet of water was still standing in the stores and boats were being navi- 
gated around. 

Squads of men were racing up streets corralling horses, and neither vehicies 
nor saddle horses could be got for love or mcney. One liveryman had thirty-odd 
head roaming the streets, yet could not get a saddle or bridle to ride with to go 
after them. One drayrman charged your correspondent $2 to go two blocks through 
water and there were men ready to pay him other good money to move their 
families. 

At the Oglethorpe hotel last night many of the refugees were cared for, while 
in various private residences that escaped the flood, families were housed. 

James Terry waded through deep water to get a vehicle to move his wife, 
who was serionsly injured by a falling limb, yet without success. He then took 
what medicine he could get and swam and waded back to her. 

Your correspondent is informed that Oliver Daniels, former principal of  Ril- 
sey colored school, moved his sick wife out of the flood to safety in an upper 
Story. He returned for his children and before he got them back to the room his 
wife was dead, 

The wife of a well-known merchant and her four children, one a delicate young 
girl, endeavored to get away from their flooded house. The wind blew and 
whirled them around just as they passed your correspondent and all clung to 
him with a desperation born of despair. It required the utmost strength of all to 
brace themselves against the wind and they were finally blown against a brick 


One was shot and will die; an- 


building and held against it like with bands of iron until the wind subsided. The 


beating rain stung every exposed piece of flesh and burned like hot needles were 
pricking the skin. 

Others went through similar experiences, some much worse, and it is with 
these in mind that the people are a unit in being thankful that no more lives were 
lost. Men, both white and colored, stated this morning that not for millions of 
dollars would they go through such another experience as they had, yet these 
same men were then smiling and happy that it was no worse. 

The women say but little, They were terror-stricken and leaned 
men folks for protection. Now that it is all over they are thankful 
spared. 

On every hand men were at work clearing the debris and with brave 
cleaning up their places and attempting to get down to business and recuperate 
their losses. 

It is characteristic of Brunswickians that they are undaunted by disasters and 
work their way out of all trouble. Last night’s scene threatened the worst, as a 
few unwise heads predicted a tidal wave. This unnecessary alarm required stout 
hearts to check and men went out in the darknes, wind and rain to quiet the 
families, 
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Sitting Up with the Storm. 


The night was a wakeful] one for many, and as your correspondent drove over 
Brunswick between dusk and midnight, lights were seen gleaming from many up- 
Stafrs windows where sleepless eyes were watching the elements. In one place, 
where the carriage went through a hole, the stop necessitated gave a chance for 
a survey, and seven out of ten houses were lighted up. The danger was then 
over, however, and except for spiteful gusts of wind and rain all overhead show- 
ed-evidences of calming, Underneath t he water was still some feet high. but fall- 
ing, and no indications of a repletion of the day’s scenes. The roaming horses 
followed every vehicle in dreves, as if seeking shelter from humans. The croak- 
ing frogs lent solemnity to the situation, but the danger was over and nothing 
but relief and happiness was felt. It was a lonely scene and one‘ seldom wit- 
nessed. 

Edgar Dart, whose family records are authority, states that not since 1812 has 
such a fiood been known in this section. 

In leaving Brunswick today the best was made of adverse. circumstances. 
With tracks flonded, country roads washed up and tree-blockaded, telephone 
and telegraph wires gone, no news could be got out. Efforts to secure a handcar 
failed. One hundred dollars cash offered a liveryman to drive your correspondent 
through the country to a wire was accepted and then declined on the grounds 
that no man or beast could travel the roads. An offer to buy a horse outri¢ht was 
declined, because all were loose in the streets and the risk was too great to 
allow. 

Railroad and telegraph men wanted to give heip, but could not. This morning 
two men were left*to cover today’s events and follow on the outgoing night 
train.. Your correspondent, with Manager Jackson, of the Western Union, and 
his brother, left with instruments and wire to tap the lines. At Baxley an open- 
ing was secured and after hard work the outside world was reached. Along the 
route scenes of the storm’s work were vividly evident. For seventy miles up the 
road there are trees, fences and houses blown down. The houses are mostly shan- 
ties, but the woods are partially devastated of timber. 

At Mount Pleasant, Sterrit Aiken; a wealthy man, was killed by a falling chim- 
ney. 

Reports from various passengers getting on from different stations state that 
over the back country the storm extended im like manner. 


Damage Done at Jesup. 

Jesup felt it severely. The hotel was unroofed and flooded. The Baptist 
church was blown down, warehouses and buildings wrecked,’ and much damage 
to property generally. 

Dr. Youmans, of Waycross, and Dr. James F. Edens, of The Christian Index, 
were in the midst of it at Jesup, and describe the effect as terrible on mind and 
body. The roads leading out from Jesup, they state. are in an awful conition 
and there are no communications with the outside world and surrounding country 
by wire or wagon roads. Trains are passing to Savannah. At 11 o’clock teday, at 
Everett City, the passenger train leaving Jacksonville at 9 o'clock yesterday, was 
waiting to get out. The conductor states they had to cut and hew their way 
through track loads of fallen trees and got as far as they could.

I am just 
in from the eleventh dstrict and J] think 
there is no- doubt of Brantley being 1re- 
ejected. I think he wii win by a cornfort- 
able majority. That seems to be ihe gen- 
eral opinion, though, of course, the fight 
will be kept up to the last day. We wil) 
inake a very good showing in Georgia this 
year. In 1896 we lost thirty-two count'es. 
We wil! reclaim sixteen or seventeen of 
these and maybe more.’”’ 

“Will the populists carry any counties 
this year that they did not carry in 1896?" 
“I think not. If so, they wil be very few. 
There are one or two counties where the 
fight will be warm and which we imay lose, 
but it is doubtful. The populist losses wrt 
be way ahead of their gains. This is a 
certainty.’ 

“What about the amendments?” 

“They will go through all right. The 
people wart the solicitors and judges elect- 
ed by a direct vote and I think there will b° 
no trouble about tm@e amendments going 
through.”

Oxford, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)—After 
a vacation of three months, the campus of 
old Emory is once again alive with college 
Students, and the breezes are resonant 
with ‘hilarious yells and boisterous singing. 

The opening for this term has surpassed 
the expectations of the most sanguine de- 
votees of the institution, and from the 
present outlook the prospect is indeed flat- 
tering. Up to date there are more than 300 
enrolled, while almost every train brings 
other students to swell the number. Never 
before in the ‘history of the college was 
the opening so large. Every man in the 
senior class returned, with one exception, 
and he is in the army. 
feature of the condition of affairs is the 
fact that the enrollment in the sub-fresh- 
man classes is much smaller than it has 
been ‘heretofore. .It is satisfactory to know 
that nearly all of the students belong to 
the college proper, which serves as an indl- 
cation to show that the preparatory schools 
of the state are gradually improving. 

Dr. Dowman, our new president, is pre- 
eminently the man for the position. In 
succeeding Bishop Candler, he labors un- 
cer the disadvantage of having followed a 
man who is the peer of any college presi- 
dent in America, but he fills the office with 
grace and dignity. Dr. Dowman possesses 
chat peculiar magnetisn. of personality 
which makes him very popular with the 
boys. At the same time he is a man of 
splendid executive ability, and one of the 
ripest scholars in the Methodist church. 

Dr. Peppler, the new professor of the 
department of Greek, is showing himself to 
be a strong addition cto the faculty. He 
holds a Ph.D. degree from Johns Hopkins 
university, and has been a student at 
Leipsic for quite a while. The territorial 
extension problem, growing out of the re- 
sults of the war with Spain, has induced a 
great many to take up the study of Span- 
ish. So Professor Magatti, who mastered 
the language of the Dons while in Europe, 
has spert the summer under the instruction 
of a competent teacher, that he might be 
thoroughly abreast with all the latest 
methods of teaching Spanish. This lan- 
guage has been formally added to the 
course of study at Emory. 

The Athletic Association held its annual 
meeting for the election of officers yester- 
day afternoon. The following men were 
chosen: President, John F. Denton, Jr.; 
vice president, Henry Heinz; secretary, H. 
Clarke; captain of field sports, W. H. Tra- 
wick; vice captain, Vaughn Nixon. The 
gymnasuim has been repaired and new 
apparatus purchased. Professor Brown, 
the popular instructor in chat department, 
has announced that the classes will begin 
regular work in the ‘‘gym”’ next week. 
Professor Sledd has promised to give the 
members of the Emory College Latin Club 
a series of lectures on oratory, its origin, 
purpose, power, etc. These lectures prom- 
ise to be highly entertaining and instructive. 

Thg new library has at last been com- 
pleted, and the books are now being ar- 
ranged. Professors Reed and Stone will 
have their lecture rooms in the third story 
of Seney hall, which was formerly used 
for a library. Every -college student is re- 
joicing: over the fact that Bishop Candler 
will continue to reside in Oxford. The 
student body will have the pleasure of 
hearing him preach and lecture occasion- 
ally. 


SOCIAL CLUB TEST CASE. 


Juige Eve Decides That Liquor Can- 
not Be Sold on Sunday. 
Augusta, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)—The 
case against the social clubs in Augusta 
was tried before Judge Eve in the city 
court today, and resulted in a decision 
against the club. It was a test case to de- 
termine the right of social clubs to sell in- 
toxicating beverages on Sunday. The trial 
was on an agreed statement of facts. All 
the defendants made common cause, though 
technically, Mr. Henry Mohrmann, manager 

of the Grabemax, was the defendant. 

Mr. E. B. Baxter represented Mr. Mohr- 
mann, Mr. Henry C. Hammond represent- 
ed the Commercial club and Mr. Pat Sulli- 
van appeared for the Elks. They did not 
ceny that the clubs: sold liquor on Sunday, 
but claimed that the members s simply drank 
their own liquors, and ‘had a right to do 
so. It was stated that the members of 
the clubs were not wilful violators of the 
law, but wanted to know where the ‘y stood, 
and if they were doing wrong, would ceaxe 
to do so. 

Judge Eve took the position that the clubs 
were operatipg under a charter granted by 
the courts, and that the latter could not 
grant privileges not warranted by the law. 
The Georgia laws do not even permit that 
any place where liquor is sold be opened 
for a single moment on Sunday. No part 
of the club could be kept open on Sunday, 
unless the part used was cut off entire ly 
from the bar. 

By agreement of counsel, Judge Eve with- 
held sentence, and the case will be carried 
to tne supreme court for its ruling. As the 
Supreme court's decision will either stop 
proceedings or else establish a precedent for 
a case to be made against the clubs in 
every city in Georgia, the case will be 
watched with considerable interest.

Sets Cases and Then A‘journs Until 
Next Thursday. 

Zebulon, Ga., October 3,—(Special.)—Pike 
Superior court, October term, met today 
with Judge Reagan, who was last Satur- 
day appointed to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Judge Beck, presid- 
ing. After organizing the court and set- 
ting cases for Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday, court adjourned until next Thurs- 
day.

| SAVANNAH’S OFFER LIBERAL. 
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THAT IS WHY THE CITY WAS SE- 
LECTED BY GOVERNMENT. 
As the Point from Which the Army 
Will Be Transported to Cuba. 
Charleston Disappointed. 


Washington, October 3,—(Special.)—The 
Y report of Colonel Hecker, head of the 
transportation department, upon why Sa- 
vannah was selected as the point from 
which the army is to be transported to 
Cuba, was made public today. It shows 
that Savannah's selection was largely due 
to her own enterprise in making the bet- 
ter offer to the government. A compari- 
son between the offers made by Savannah 
and Charleston shows that the Georgia 
city outbid the South Carolina metropolis 
at almost every point. Savannah was able, 
for instance, to show that while Charles- 
ton had but three railroady she has five 
that whereas Charleston has but one 
coastwise steamship line doing business 
from her port Savannah has two, and 
that these reach Baltimore, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia and New York. Colonel Hecker 
shows that both cities have ample dock 
facilities, but that while but one railroad 
at Charleston had offered free use of its 
docks for the government transports, all 
of those at Savannah had made such of- 
fer. Cherleston’s figures on coal were 
$3.15 per ton, while Savannah’s was $2.75 


per ton. These are a few of the points of 
difference, Savannah offers free of cost 


all the camping ground that may be need- 
ed by troops on their way to Cuba and 
the report is very favoroble to all of the 
sites offered. 


Savannah gets, therefore, the business

On last 
Saturday he became involved in a difficulty 
with members of the First Georgia regi- 
ment and he drew a knife and threatened 
to stab one of the soldiers. Bailey’s father 
was hanged in Macon several years ago for 
murder. Bailey says his furlough expired 
today. The army officials will find him in 
the Bibb county chaingang if they want 
him. Before Bailey enlisted, several 
months ago, in the United States cavalry, 
he spent most of his time playing craps. 

Must Answer Four Charges. 

S. E. Crocker, a white man from Putnam 
county, was arrested today by the police 
and put in the barracks on a quartet of 
charges—namely, drunk, disorderly, resist- 
ing the officers and pointing a gun at an- 
other.

ese Outrages and the punishment 
of the culprits.” r

dispatching warships to Peking and wel- 
come the prospect of joint Anglo-Ameri- 
Can c0O-operation in China. 

The Peking correspondent of The Dally 
Mail says that the emperor vainly tried to 
escape from the palace, but was arrested 
by the dowager’s people. 

The correspondent also says that Chao 
Su Chao, vice president of the board of 
Runishment, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Chang Yu Huan as director of the 
board of mines and railways. 

A special dispatch from Shanghai says 
that telegrams from Peking have been de- 
tained two days. The last telegram re- 
ceived, according to this dispatch, announc- 
es that, the foreign ministers had held an 
emergency meeting. The German warships 
_ at Kiaou-Chou, it also stated, had started 
hurriedly for Ta-Ku the day before. 

Marquis Ito, who, !t is understood, is 
visiting China for the purpose of arrang- 
ing an offensive and defensive alliance be- 
tween China and Japan, has left Tien-Tsin 
for Shanghal, owing to the impossibility 
of prosecuting negotiations during the 
crisis. 

The foreign ministers, it is stated, for- 
bade any foreign residents going to Peking. 
It is expected that Sir Claude MacDonald, 
the British minister, will surrender Kang 
Yu-Wel. 

Yamant-Su, leader of the rebellion in 
the Szechuen province, has issued a proc- 
lamation ordering the extermination of all 
foreigners. 


OTIS SENDS MORTUARY REPORT. 


Commander at Manila Informs Depart- 
ment of His Losses. 
Washington, October 3.—The following 
dispatch has been recéived at the war de- 
partment: 
“Manila, October 3—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Death among troops in Phil- 
ippines July, August and September, four 
officers, eighty-three erlisted men. Au- 
gust, two officers, fifty enlisted men, of 
whom one officer and sixteen enlisted men 
were killed in action and seven died of 
wounds. Deaths for September, twenty- 
five enlisted men. Total deaths, seventeen 
killed in action, seven died of wounds, four- 
teen typhoid fever. Cause of remaining 
deaths. accident and miscellaneous diseases. 
“Steamer Scandia arrived today without 
accident. Private Jacobs, hospital corps, 
died at sea of typhoid fever. Remains 
brought here. OTIS, Commanding.’ 


LONGSTREET AT BIRMINGHAM.

Birmingham, Ala., October 3.—(Specia!.)— 
General James Longsireet, United States 
railroad commissioner, accompanied by his 
wife and a party of ladies and gentlemen 
of Gainesville, Ga., passed through Bir- 
mingham today en #oute from an extensive 
trip through the west, where the general 
has been investigated the bonded and 
land grant railroads.

DOSS ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Nashville’s City Treasurer Found 
Short in His Accounts. 
nage tp Tenn., October 2.—(Special.)— 
ity Treasurer Walter O. Doss was this 
morning suspended from office by Mayor 
Dudley pending an investigation of his 
accounts. Investigation during the day 
Showed that funds had been misappropri- 
ated, and when a warrant was served on 

him tonight Doss attempted suicide. 

Attention was attracted to Doss's ac- 
counts Saturday when his personal check 
for $195 was turned down and the city’s 
deposits for Friday made _ short by this 
amount. woss was at home sick, and tn- 
vestigation showed that he had been en- 
gaged in Kiting dhecks. He had used the 
city’s money and deposited each day his 
personal check for the amount of the 
shortage. He would protect his check with 
early morning collections the next day. 

When Mayor Dudley removed him this 
morning, work was begun on his books 
and youchers, and u pto tonight three 
vouchers were found to have been raised, 
two for $100 each and one for $50, so that go 
far as knowr Doss is $5 behind. 

When te marshal notified Doss of his 
removal, he begged that Mayor Dudley 
hold up in the matter, stating that the 
money used would he returned; that he 
would not live twenty-four hours, and 
that his wife and family would be saved 
from disgrace. This intimation of attempt- 
ed suicide caused the agent of the Fidelity 
company, which, was on Dogs’s pond for 
$75,000, to swear out a warrant charging 
fraudulent misappropriation of funds. Of- 
fleers were sent to Doss’s residence to ar- 
rest and guard him. The warrant had just 
been served when he slipped a revolver 
from under his pillow and shot himseif 
over the heart. The ball struck a rib and 
glanced around his body, making a painful 
but not fata] wound. 


FOR CUBA AND PORTO R&iCoO. 


Congress Will Be Called Upon To Pro- 
vide Army for Garrison Duty. 
Washington, October 3,—The war depart- 
ment has issued orders directing that the 
Fifth regular cavalry, now at Huntsville, 
Ala.: the Sixth United States volunteer 
infantry, now at Chickamauga, and the 
Forty-seventh New York, now at Fort 
Adams, shall proceed to such points in 
Porto Rico as may be desired by the 

commanding general in that island. 

All the troops at Camp Meade will soon 
be ordered to points in’ the south. Some 
of them may go to Cuba, but the majority 
will for the present occupy the new 
camps, recently selected in Georgia and 
South Carolina. It is thought that troops 
sent to garrison duty in Cuba and Porto 
Rico will not remain long, but when they 
have seen service for a few months will re- 
turn te this country, where the men will 
be given sixty days’ furlough and mus- 
tered out. By that time congress will 
have had an opportunity toe determine 
what shall be dene in regard to garrison- 
ing the new possessions and the responsi- 
bility for furnishing troops for that. duty 
and for army duty generally will be upon 
that body. 

Although there has been less. pressure 
for mustering out of volunteers since the 
announcement was made that the troops 
could not be spared, the demand continues 
with sufficient persistence to convince the 
war department officials that a reorgaiza- 
tion of the army will be necessary and 
that some arrangement will have to be 
made to secure a force for garrison ser- 
vice in the islands and the states which 
will not be sulbsject to the same difficulties 
experienced in the case of the volunteers. 

The troops which have been ordered to 
Porto Rico will relieve a like number of 
regiments now in the island, the organiza- 
tions to be designated by General Brooke. 


NO MORE MUSTERING OUT NOW. 


President Wiii Not Allow Any Further 
Reduction of the Army. 
Washington, October 3.—To a number of 
interested callers today President McKinley 
had occasion to reiterate his determination 
to have no more troops mustered out for 
the present. He stated that it was the in- 
tention of the administration to send fresh 
troops to Porto Rico to take the place of 
the volunteers who will have to be returned 
home and who will be given furloughs. 
The president during the day testifled to 
his appreciation of the soldiers from the 
south. He said one of the results. of the 
war which particularly gratified him was 
that the war seemed to have effaced the 
Jast vestige of sectional feeling as between 
the north and south. He referred to the 
hearty responses from the south when the 
war broke out and spoke of the evident 
contentment of the s@uthern troops to re- 
main in service so tong as they were 

needed. 


SOLDIERS MUST LIVE IN TENTS. 


Secretary of War Issues an Order Gov- 
ermning Southern Camps. 
Washington, October 3.—The following 
statement was given out at the war depart- 

ment today: 

“The secretary of war being questioned 
as to quartering of troops during the winter 
has had the matter under very careful con- 
sideration and has determined for the gud 
of the service and the welfare of the man 
that they should be in open camps, in a 
climate where, during the winter, they can 
drill and have free open air exercises. 

“To put the troops in buildings in the 
large cities in the north would in a measure 
deprive them ot the necessary dril! discip- 
line and target practice essential for fil- 
ting soldiers for active service in the field. 
Moestover, the discipline of troops wear 
small towns car ha maintained vory mucn 
better and mcre effectually than near large 
cit'es. The troops, therefore, will be quar- 
tered in the middie southern states, where 
they can live in tents, as provided by the 
plan of the quartermaster general whicn 
gives stoves to each three tents idined to- 
gether, two sleeping rooms a.iJ one sitting 
room. 

“The secretary of war directed a board of 
experienced army officers ro visit the dif- 
ferent sites for the purpoSe of seiecting 
these camps and has left that to their 
judgment. which, howeyer, meets with bis 
full approval.”

Washington, October 3.—The marine hos- 
pital officials say there is nothing official 
to bear out rumors that the yellow fever 
condition at New Orleans is considerably 
worse than has been reported. These ru- 
mors have reached the bureat here and 
have caused some uneasiness, but there has 
been nothing confirmatory of them. 

The surgeon general's létest bulletin 
shows twelve cases and two deaths up to 
ate. 

The surgeon general has supplemented the 
local corps of physicians with an unusually 
large number of federal surgeons. At pres- 
ent the marine hospital staff at New Or- 
leans consists of Surgeon Carter, Passed 
Assistant Surgeons Wasdin, Magruder and 
Stone, Assistant Surgeons Lumsden and 
Clark and the official regulariy attached to 
the marine hospital at that port. 

Yellow Fever in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., October 3.—Only one new 
case of yellow fever was reported here [0- 
day. Dr. Purnel!] at Madison, a little town 
twelve mites north of Jackson, has found 
a serious state of affairs. 

A patient, a Mr. Todd, died at 4 o'clock 
this. morning. At 12 o'clock the doctor 
held an autopsy, which proved that yellow 
fever was the cause of the death. Two 
other deaths had occurred within the last 
two weeks. Practically the citizenship of 
the towm, about 3% inhabitants, had been 
exposed to the disease and the doctor aa- 
vised depopulation of tue piace. 

Dr. Haralson reports from Oxford 6ix- 
teen new cases and one death. Nine of the 
cases are negroes, 

From Water Valley Dr. Gant reports two 
new cases. Three rritically ill, three sus- 
picious. 

At Woodville, Miss., Dr.*Therri) diagnosed 
a mild case of yellow fever and pronounced 
another very suspicious. 

Dr. Dunn at Port Gibsom reports two 
negroes sick, one with yellow fever and the 
other very suspicious.

New Orleans, La., October 3.—Dr. Sou- 
chon announces the following dally record 
for Louisiana: 

New Orleans—Six new cases reported; one 
death. 

Franklin—Twelve cases: two deaths. 

Lutcher—Two cases reported. 

Baton Rouge—Four new cases reported: 
one death.

MARTIN ON WATER BONDS 


“The question of the adoption of 
the water bonds which comes up on 
Wednesday is a matter of very great 
interest to the city and the entire 
people. I am in favor of the issuance 
of these bonds for several reasons:

I hope that the bonds will 
be voted by the people on Wednes- 
day.”’ 


home while in the legislature. He showed 
this to be absolutely false. 

Mr. Martin also denied the charge that he 
was not a friend to the toiling people, 
He stated he was willing for his record 
in this respect to be compared to that of 
his opponent,.and gave some striking ex- 
amples where he had been of invaluable 
service to the laboring Classes. 

“Mr. Woodward has claimed,”’ said he, 
was the originator of the movement 
taking the street tax off young men from 
sixteen to twenty-one years of age. The 
truth is that Judge Hulsey was the origi- 
nator of that plan, but Mr, Woodward 
did vote for it. He has been in council 
nearly eleven years, and what has he 
done for the laboring people?

No Favoritism Among Managers. 

In reference to the recent charges made 
by Mr, Woodward that nearly all the elec- 
tion clerks and managers were Martin 
men, Mr. Martin stated that though these 
men were citizens of position and unques- 
tionable character, yet that on hearing of 
Mr. Woodward's objection, he had writ- 
ten ‘Mr. Brotherton, chairman of the sub- 
committee, a letter asking him to see that 
Mr. Woodward was well represented.

They are likely to arouse 
Lord Salisbury from the sluggishness 
which has heretofore characterized his 
foreign policy, or his party will pay the 
penalty. 

In view of the eastern situation, the 
speech of Lord Roberts at Chesterfield 
last week becomes significant. This old 
soldier, who is not an alarmist, told his 
audience “that momentous questions 
confronted England, and that when the 
policy of the government was an- 
nounced he believed Englishmen would 
quickly find any funds to carry it out.” 
This kind of talk from a famous soldier 
necessarily means something; it means 
that the Russian advance in the east 
must be checked by powder and shot, 
diplomacy having failed. 

The reason that the interests of Eng- 
land and the United States are identical 
in this matter is that wherever Russia 
acquires a port, it is immediately closed 
to all trade except that of Russia. The 
Salisbury ministry has made many se- 
rious mistakes, but none more serious 
Or more sinister than when it stood 
aside and complacently allowed Russia 
to step between Japan and her victory 
over China. That critical moment was 
allowed to pass, and now Russia is in 
control of Port Arthur and Russian in- 
terests are paramount at the Chinese 
court. But if, at that moment, England 
had calmly ranged herself side by ‘side 
with Japan, she and her ally would have 
secured by peaceful means what can 
now only be secured by war. 

Since the ‘better understanding be- 
tween England and this country, the 
questions concerning British interests 
in the east have become more’ impor- 
tant here, and they will grow to be 
pressing as soon as publie sentiment in 
the republic discovers that our own in- 
terests in open ports of China are sece 
ondary only to those of Great Britain.

it is severe. Perhaps the severity arises 
from the fact that various inquirers, 
some seeking for information and 
others trying to lay the basis of a po- 
litical dispute, have been going about 
with their heads up putting this ques- 
tion to their friends and neighbors, and 
to all editors within reach. 

Anyhow, Editor Godkin says that we 
have no more right to’the islands than 
we have to Ireland—his native land. 
However, as we have possession of Ma- 
nila, we should do what we can “to make 
Spain give the Philippines a better gOvV- 
ernment, or hand them over to their 
lawful owners, the inhabitants. If they 
do not succeed, it is none of our affair.” 
This is the serious conclusion of Editor 
Godkin. 

Without running atilt against it, we 
may be permitted to examine it some- 
what closely. It will be observed that, 
although Editor Godkin describes the 
inhabitants as the “lawful owners” of 
the islands, his first solution of the 
problem would be to permit Spain to 
reoccupy them, presumably under Amer- 
ican auspices. We say presumably, be- 
cause there is no other way. The revo- 
lution hag spread toall the im- 
>ortant islands of° the group 
and only by the aid of American 
troops and American warships could 
Spain be reinstated, and only then at a 
tremendous sacrifice of life. Anyhow, 
we should reinstate Spain in control 
and then “sit down beside her,” follow- 
ing the example of little Miss Muffet’s 
big spider. 

This done, if Spain fails to give the 
natives good government, we should 
turn the islands over to ‘their lawful 
owners, and then sail away, metaphoric-~ 
ally kicking up our heels over an act of 
benevolence beautifully performed. 

Thus far Editor Godkin leads us, and 
then, suspecting perhaps that there is a 
screw loose in this scheme. he turns 
upon seekers after information and hits 
them a diff with “Bishop Potter’s seri- 
ous question.” This, to shear it of a]] 
trimmings, is “What are the Philippines 
going to do with us?” Editor Godkin 
tries hard to deprive this “solemn ques- 
tion” of its side-splitting humor by ex- 
plaining what he thinks it is. Thus, 
“our politicians being what they are, 
and our public being what it is, what 
will be the effect on our government 
and public morals of the possession of 
a distant province occupied by an alien 
race, when the Verres whom we send to 


rule it come home and practice their 
newly acquired arts among us?” ‘Thus 
we see the “solemn question’’ reduced to 
an absurdity merely by the interpreiatian 
of a man who solemnly believes tzat it 
is solemn. 

Without advocating the retention of 
the Philippines, or taking any inter- 
est in the question as a purely political 
one, it is reasonable to inquire how our 
publie morals can be affected by the 
possession of the islands. We gather 
from Editor Godkin’s suggestions that 
our politicians and our public are al- 
ready as bad as they can be, but we 
think he is altogether mistaken on that 
head. Our politics and our politicians 
are as honest and as respectable as they 
ever were. The very fact that we are 
able to single out such men as Hanna 
and Quay and Platt and point to their 
corruptions is an evidence that these 
men are exceptions to the general rule. 

The trouble with Editor Godkin and 
his band of reformers is that they judge 
America and Americans by what they 
see in the large centers, such as New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia;:. but 
these centers are not typical of Ameri- 
can politics and morals in any sense. 
But even if thieves and corruptionists 
are on top in those cities it is because 
the so-called reformers who oppose them 
are without heart or conscience, They 
are Pharisees of the ancient type,, who 
neither mingle with the people nor sym- 
pathize with them. Their schemes of 
reform are as cold-blooded as possible. 
They have a lively scorn for the great 
mass of voters who carry elections, and 
consequently they would rather go to 
the stake as martyrs than to study the 
interests or discover the desires of these 
humble voters. 

This, of course, is not a part of the 
Philippine question, save as Editor God- 
kin has made it so, but it is pertinent 
to his remarks, and has in it an ele- 
mental truth which such _ reformers 
would do well to consider, even if they 
do not accept it. 

As for the Philippines, tit is only nec- 
essary to say that, by the terms.of the 
peace protocol, hastily and ineffectively 
drawn, the Spanish commissioners will 
have as large a voice in the disposition 
of the islands as those of the United 
States. Holding Manila, and prac- 
tically having possession of the 
entire archipelago, this government 
made no announcement of its 
intentions with respect to them. 
We demand Porto Rico as American 
territory, and we insist on the indepen- 
dence of Cuba, but the destiny of the 
Philippines is left wholly in the hands 
of a Hispano-American peace commis- 
sion. So far as our own commission- 
ers are concerned, it is doubtful if they 
know the desires of the administration 
in regard to the Philippines. It is cer- 
tain that they know nothing of the 
wishes of the people, for on the Philip- 
pine question, the public has not yet 
made up its mind. 

The matter is not only not settled, 
but it is inconceivable that it should be 
settled for some time. As the question 
was left open, the Spanish commission- 
ers will have the right to resist anv and 
every demand that may be made by our 
representatives with respect to the part?- 
tion or the retention of the islands. Con- 
sequently the “solemn question” will 
not become “solemn”’ for some time, and 
our public morals are not likely to be 
affected by any of the considerations 
which Editor Godkin has summoned to 
his aid.

Cotton. 
From The New York Financial News. 

The business feature of the day in the 
south is the rapid increase of cotton mill- 
ing capacity, many of the larger plants, 
and particularly those which are branches 
of New England plants, having doubled 
or engaged to double their spinning ca- 
pacity, with corresponding increase in 
looms. This action gives additional sig- 
nificance and impuise to the move for shift- 
ing cotton milling interests from New Eng- 
land to the south. 

There are many advantages in the south 
for the manufacture of cotton. New Eng- 
land’s one advantage is the possession of 
the great bulk of the highly skilled labor. 
But this labor can be moved, and the ma- 
chinery with it, and eventually such as 
does not move will be replaced, for the 
south is advancing in the technical knowl- 
edge and skill of her mill hands, as well 
as in other ways. 

Going along with this mill movement 1s 
progress among eouthern farmers in diver- 
sified agriculture. Heretofore largely de- 
pendent on other sections for food because 
of exclusive attention to cotton growing, 
the southern planters have worked around 
to independence as to bread and meat and 
to growing, in many localities, urplus 
crops other than cotton for local 4 Not 
content with this, the ambition of southern 
farmers increased in the direction of still 
more diversified crops and of larger sur- 
plus production, and this move has received 
great impetus from the low price of cot- 
ton. Whenever and wherever southern ag- 
riculture achieves independence of the cot- 
ton crop, as it can do in every southern 
state, there will the farmer find cotton 
what it should be, a ‘‘net’’ crop, an extra 
crop that brings in surplus money. And as 
this comes about cotton will be grown sole- 
ly on a paying basis. At present, with a 
very large proportion of southern planters 
and farmers, both those who work large 
and small areas, cotton is the only crop 
made to sell and they are wholly dependent 
on it. It is cotton or nothing. This is 
the pressure that has produced the crop 
in such excess. But once this pressure is 
removed by the growth of other crops 
which will assure the support of the plant- 
er, he will grow cotton only as it pays and 
be able to hold it for demand instead of 
being compelled, as now, to sell it, or 
rather deliver it, as soon as picked to his 
factor in payment of obligations for sup- 
plies advanced on a lien on the crop and 
which have been already consumed, leaving 
him nothing to do but to again mortgage 
his labor and crop a year ahead for sup- 
plies to live on. 

The western farmer seems to have got 
to an independent position as to the sale 
of wheat, and the votton planter can 
achieve like independence. And such move- 
ments are of the highest possible impor- 
tance not only to the productive power 
‘of the older eastern states, who find, with 
the increased purchasing power of the west 
and south, increased markets for eastern 
for eastern products, but to investors in 
securities. :

The people are thoroughly aroused 
over the question of municipal ownership 
and will express their ‘views whether the 
city should undertake such a change. If 
the majority favors municipal ownership, 
the measure looking to this end now pend- 
ing in council will be passed and plans im- 
mediately laid for the erection of an up-to- 
date plant that, according to those who 
have made a careful study of street light- 
ing, will save the taxpayers thousands of 
dollars every year. 

The water bond election is of equal im- 
portance.

The controversy over the report 
of the police committee, which had under 
its consideration an application from 
Messrs. Hughes and Clarke, who are in- 
terested in a saloon on lower Decatur 
Street, to have their license transferred 
to 222 Decatur street. This application 
went in several weeks ago, and when it 
was considered by the committee, Council- 
man Howard yoted in favor of it, and 
Counciimen Hammond and Camp against 
it. | 

At the council meeting two weeks ago 
the report of this committee was held up, 
and Mr. Howard asked that it be held up 
again yesterday in order to give him fur- 
ther time to investigate it. Councilman 
Camp demanded that the report be sent 
in. He stated publicly in the meeting 
that Mr. Howard was holding the report 
up prompted by political motives, In an 
interview after counci!] meeting Mr. Camp 
stated that Messrs. Hughes and Clarke, 
who applied for the transfer of the li- 
cense, were working for Mr. Howard's 
candidacy for alderman, and that Mr. 
Howard did not want them to know their 
petition had been turned down, thereby 
trying to keep them in the dark until af- 
ter:the election tomorrow. Mr. Howard 
emphatically denies he was influenced by 
political motives, but claims he has been 
50 busy he has not had time to fully in- 
vestigate the application, and therefore 
wanted it held up unt!! the next meeting. 
The controversy caused a sensation in the 
council meeting, and both Mr. Camp and 
Mr, Howard showed much feeling in their 
statements, 

Hot Shot from Both Sides. 

When the chairman asked for the report 
of the police committee Mr. Howard ask- 
ed for more time on the papers under the 
committee's consideration. “Mr. Camp 
jumped to his feet and stated that the 
committee was ready to report on one 
petition, that it had been ready to report 
for several weeks, and he demanded that 
the report be put in. 

Mr. Howard replied that a majority of the 
committee wasinfavorof withholding the 
report. Mr. Camp denied this, and Mr. 
Howard called on Mr.Hammond, the third 
member, for a substantiation of his state- 
ment. Mr. Hammond stated he had agreed 
with Mr. Camp that he was willing for 
one report to go in, not stating publicly 
which one. Mr. Howard then said he had 
not ha@ an opportunity to examine the 
papers, not even having signed them and 
thought the council should grant him 
longer time, 

YI am opposed to the eranting of any 
such request,” said Mr. Camp, hotly, ‘“‘and 
I demand that those papers be sent in. 
They were ready to be reported vu at the 
last meeting of council, and are now be- 
ing held over fof’ political reasons. I am 
on the majority report of the transfer 
of petition, and [ demand that that report 
be given to council.’ 

“The charge that I am influenced by 
politics is absolutely false,’’ retorted Mr. 
Howard. “Politics has got nothing to do 
with it.”’ 

The chairman’s gavel came to the res- 
cue at this juncture, and the motion to 
allow the cpmmittee longer time was car- 
ried, but not until after Mr. Howard and 
Mr. Camp had thrown some warm shot 
at each other after they had taken their 
seats, Mr. Camp reiterating his charge of 
political dickering and Mr. Howard deny- 
ing it. 

Mr. Camp Makes a Statement. 

‘There is nothing in thé world but poli- 
tics behind this thing,’ said Mr. Camp 
ofter council meeting. ‘‘That report could 
have gone to council two weeks ago, but 
Howard, knowing those men were work- 
ing for him and not wishing them to know 
the petition-had been defeated by the com- 
mittee, held the report over then for no 
other reason in the world. He has had 
plenty of time to investigate the proposed 
transfer. It is no great business proposi- 
tion that takes so much research. Today 
he thought he could hold the matter up 
until after the election again, and get the 
support of those men under false pre- 
tenses, I do not believe in any such busi- 
ness, and 1 am going to expose the whole 
affair before IT am through.” 

Mr. Hammond, of the police committee, 
was also seen. 

“Tt is merely a political scheme of Camp's 
to beat Howard,” said he. “Camp is for 
Kilpatrick and is doing all he can to cowa 
Howard. He came to me and asked me to 
agree to let the transfer petition go in to- 
day.”’ 

Mr. Howard had the following to savy ‘ast 
night: 

“My statement to the council] that there 
was absolutely no politics in the holiing up 
of the report was absolutely correct. The 
unanimous vote of the council outside cf 
Mr. Camp shows that the members beiieve

New York, October 3.—Todzy’s stock mar- 


ket furnished a striking exhibition of the 
professional character of the trading. De- 
veiopments over Sunday did not 
change of tactics by tme leaders, and 
the resumption of business the raid on the 
list of industrials was continued. lobacco, 
Consolidated Gas, New York Air Prake and 
various properties of this class gave of 
rapidly. Declines then became genera, 
ranging up to 9 points in New York Air 
Brake. Consolidated Gas figured for 6 
points an@ Tobaceo 5 points, the latter 
touching 113. The bulls then started in to 
relieve some of the lost ground of last 
week, and after jumping from one stock 
to another finally singied out Tobacco as a 
leader. The strengt: deveioped here soon 
permeated the entire list and prices forged 
steadily upward on animated dealings. 
Interests which had been reported for the 
late demoralization in the specialties also 
changed front and reacted for the long 
account. The action was taken in order 
to shake off an undesirable following, the 
market showing signs of having been over- 
sold. This circumstance rendered manipu- 
lative tactics profitable and vigorous efforts 
were made to squeeze the shorts. The 
traders were quick to take advantage of 
the changed programme, and an effort to 
cover was followed by a vigorous bidding 
with sharp changes between transactions. 
Contributory favorable influences deveioped 
as the day progressed to strengthen the 
market. Arbitrage houses executed heavy 
purchasing orders, and a decline in money 
rates induced more general buying for the 
long account. The market in detail pre- 
sented many striking features and while 
realizations were extensive as the rise as- 
sumed headway, the undercurrent of 
strength was not affected. and final prices 
Were well above Saturday's level.
